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Petition launched so public can 
'have their say'on development

AN online petition is being 
launched calling for local 
people to have a full say in 
the decision about what to 
do about Dorchester’s 
Charles Street Phase 2 de¬ 
velopment. 

As outlined in last 
week’s View from Dorch¬ 
ester West Dorset District 
Council (WDDC) is now 
considering the future of 
the scheme, including cut¬ 
ting back on parts of the 
development and effec¬ 
tively paying another £2m 
into the project. 

The news came after it 
was learnt that the council 
had only been offered 
around £lm for its existing 
offices in High West Street 
- £2.5million less than the 


minimum sum it hoped to 
get. 

Dorchester Lib Dem 
councillor Andy Canning 
now wants local people to 
express their views about 
the development and the 
way it has been handled by 
WDDC. 

“Is it really right for 
WDDC to use £2 million 
of public money to sub¬ 
sidise the building of 
shops in Dorchester? 

“All without local people 
being asked for their opin¬ 
ion? 

“Already £16 million of 
tax-payers money has been 
used to build new council 
offices and a library on this 
site but they have failed to 
build any shops. 
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“In the first phase of this 
project the council was 
criticised by the independ¬ 
ent auditor for not engag¬ 
ing with the public. 

“This is the first major 
decision to be taken since 
this report and yet again 
the Council is refusing to 
consult the public. 

“I have therefore 
launched a petition calling 
on WDDC to think again, 
postpone its decision (cur¬ 


rently due on October 
25th) and instead engage 
in a full and real consulta¬ 
tion with the public. 

“This is important as it is 
yet another big spending 
of public money on what 
should really be a private 
sector development. It will 
also affect the centre of 
Dorchester for decades. 

“It is vital that you are al¬ 
lowed to have your say,” 
said Mr Canning.

• WHAT is Reiki?

Coastwatch Institution? 

After I moved to Charmouth I became aware of just how 
much the Portland Coastguard helicopter is called out to 
emergencies along the coastline. 



I first met Clare Reeves, the regional recruiter for NCI on 
the seafront at Charmouth in August when I was getting 
signatures for the petition to save Portland Coastguard 
SAR helicopter which is due to close. I knew that this was 
something I could become involved in and decided to 
become a trainee. 

• WHAT do you do there? 

I am now a trainee at Lyme Bay NCI where I help man the 
watch at Burton Bradstock twice a month. I keep watch 
and record the sea traffic movements, keep watch of the 
users of the beach, maintain listen of the shipping radio 
and record the weather and sea state. 

It is especially important to have NCI presence at the 
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beach at Burton Bradstock at the moment to keep the 
public away from the cliff falls where a young woman 
sadly died recently, as people still attempt to cross the 
beach by the fenced-off area. 

The work is really interesting and I feel I am doing 
something to help the community. 

• WHY do you feel so passionately about saving the 
coastguard helicopter? 

We love living by the sea and swim and kayak in the sea 
at Charmouth. It is good to know that the Portland Coast¬ 
guard helicopter is available if there was an emergency 
and hate to think of it not being so close by in future. 

Since moving to Charmouth we have seen the helicop¬ 
ter called out to many emergencies where people have 
been rescued on the beach and the cliff, and we've seen 
in the news just how often it has been called out to other 
emergencies at sea. 

• HOW can people support the campaign?

• WHY did you decide to move to Charmouth? 

I first came to Charmouth eight years ago for a family hol¬ 
iday at Seadown Holiday Park with my two daughters, 
then aged five and eight. They palled up with some chil¬ 
dren and we've been meeting them and their families 
every year since! We loved Charmouth so much and al¬ 
ways hated going home. This year we decided it was a 
good time to make the move and it's the best thing we 
ever did! 

• WHAT do you like about living in Charmouth? 

I love living in such a friendly village where people still 
smile and say "good morning". After living in a very busy 
area of Bristol I enjoy the peace of living by the sea and 
hearing the birds when I wake up. People have been so 
welcoming since we moved here and we've made lots of 
friends already, which means such a lot. 

• WHAT three items would you want with you on a 
deserted island? 

They would be a rose quartz crystal, chocolate and a 
book about Reiki as there is always something new to 
learn! 

• WHO are your three dream dinner guests? 

I would invite Dr Usui, the founder of modern Reiki as I 
respect him for his wisdom and gentleness, David Icke as 
I admire him for speaking out and Peter Kay as he makes 
me laugh so much!

whatever happens. 

“Make no mistake Dorchester is on the threshold of a 
‘once in a lifetime’ town centre renaissance that is buck¬ 
ing the current economic trend.” 

He says the Charles Street scheme and nearby Brewery 
Square development will be a ‘magnet for visitors’ as well 
as meeting local needs. 

+ West Dorset District Council has objected to Mr Can¬ 
ning’s figure of £16m for the cost of the building. The au¬ 
thority points out that it is spending £9.7million its new 
headquarters off Charles Street with the County Council 
paying around £5m for the new library and adult learning 
centre which will be contained within the building. 

“I would like to clarify that the current projection for 
the district council’s part of the construction of phase 1 
of the Charles Street development remains £9.7million,” 
said Imogen Jones, part of the combined West Dorset and 
Weymouth and Portland councils ‘communication team.’

Call for plant spotters 
to log'alien'sightings 


PLANT spotters are needed to log 
sighting of'alien'species across Dorset. 

The Dorset Environmental Records 
Centre is using specialist software to 
log alien species. 

Data from the record will help con¬ 
centrate efforts to eradicate species 
which are threatening native plants. 

Those being targeted include Japan¬ 
ese Knotweed, Giant Hogweed and Hi¬ 
malayan Balsam, many of which choke 
native species. 

Ecologist Annabel King is leading the 
hunt for the aliens: "Highways engi¬ 
neers, rangers and others used to 
record sightings on paper while they 
were out and about but this proved 


time-consuming and it was hard to see 
the big picture across Dorset. 

"Living Record software uses an on¬ 
line map to log sightings which makes 
them much easier to see. Now staff can 
enter records via a hand-held console 
as soon as they see them, or online 
when they get back to the office, and 
members of the public can easily join in 
too. I am putting on all the old records 
and verifying the new ones as they 
come in."

■ FOLLOWING the 1994 
"Cash-for-questions" affair, Par¬ 
liament set up the Committee 
on Standards in Public Life, 
chaired by the law lord Baron 
Nolan. 

The committee promoted 
seven principles as a guide for 
all who work in public life. 

Now commonly known as 
the Nolan Principles, they are 
as relevant here in West Dorset 
as anywhere; 

• Selflessness: Holders of 
public office should act solely 
in terms of the public interest. 
They should not do so in order 
to gain financial or other mate¬ 
rial benefits for themselves, 
their family, or their friends. 

• Integrity: Holders of public 
office should not place them¬ 
selves under any financial or 
other obligation to outside in¬ 
dividuals or organisations that 
might seek to influence them 
in the performance of their of¬ 
ficial duties. 

• Objectivity: In carrying out 
public business, including 


making public appointments, 
awarding contracts, or recom¬ 
mending individuals for re¬ 
wards and benefits, holders of 
public office should make 
choices on merit. 

• Accountability: Holders of 
public office are accountable 
for their decisions and actions 
to the public and must submit 
themselves to whatever 
scrutiny is appropriate to their 
office. 

•Openness: Holders of pub¬ 


lic office should be as open as 
possible about all the deci¬ 
sions and actions that they 
take. They should give reasons 
for their decisions and restrict 
information only when the 
wider public interest clearly 
demands. 

•Honesty: Holders of public 
office have a duty to declare 
any private interests relating 
to their public duties and to 
take steps to resolve any con¬ 
flicts arising in a way that pro¬ 


tects the public interest. 

• Leadership: Holders of 
public office should promote 
and support these principles 
by leadership and example. 

In the midst of this "Even- 
more-cash-for-council-offices" 
affair, let us hope that WDDC 
councillors will each reflect in¬ 
dividually on these principles 
before voting at full council on 
October 25th.

JAMIE GLEESON FIRES MAGPIES TO VICTORY IN CUP QUALIFIER 


FA Cup, Third Qualfying Round 
Dorchester Town 1 Basingstoke 0 

JAMIE Gleeson's strike early in the second half steered 
Dorchester Town through to the FA Cup 4th Qualifying 
Round and in the process earned his club a valuable £7,500 
prize money. 

Basingstoke proved a hard nut to crack, and their early 
dominance forced manager Phil Simpkin to make a double 
substitution after just 26 minutes as winger Delano Sam- 
Yorke looked like he would unlock the normally resolute 
Magpies defence, with Neil Martin and Lewis Morgan mak¬ 
ing way for Aaran Pugh and Jamie Symes. 

Clough moved to left back with Pugh partnering Walker 
in the centre of defence whilst Symes went into midfield. 
The move worked and with Clough immediately nullifying 
Sam-Yorke in a display that earned him the man of the 
match, Dorchester clawed their way back into the match. 

Basingstoke had made the better start with Sam-Yorke 
causing problems down the right, although the first real 
action was not until the 19th minute when Stoke's Stefan 
Brown was booked by referee David Woodford for simula¬ 
tion after clashing with Nathan Walker on the edge of the 
box and falling theatrically. 

Robert Rice was lucky not to follow his colleague in the 
book two minutes later when he cynically pulled Ashley 
Nichols back after losing the ball in midfield. 

The double substitution saw Dorchester begin to 
threaten and Symes had their first shot, a long range one

on 34 minutes, but it was straight at keeper Ashley Bayes. 
Sam Malsom then had Bayes diving at his near post with 
an angled shot after turning inside a defender. 

Dorchester's defence was in fine form protecting keeper 
Jason Matthews and blocking Tim Sills'effort on goal on 
the cusp of halftime before Ben Watson's clever pass found 
Gleeson whose shot was well blocked by Rice as the whis¬ 
tle went. 

Jamie Reid had a great chance to put the Magpies in the 
lead four minutes after the break, but his close range 
header from Gleeson's cross was too high. 

Three minutes later the Magpies were ahead. Symes won 
a 50/50 ball in midfield before unleashing a 20-yard shot 
that Bayes could only parry into the path of Malsom, who 
in turn pulled the ball back for Gleeson who took one 
touch before firing home. 

Basingstoke tried to lift the tempo once more and on 68 
minutes it took a great save from Matthews to prevent 
Sam-Yorke equalising; touching his 20 yard curling effort 
over the bar. 

Despite the visitors pumping more balls forward as they 
looked for a goal, the Dorchester back four were equal to 
it, and comfortably hold out to earn another home tie, this 
time against Ryman Premier League side Bury Town for a 
place in the first round proper. The Suffolk side are so far 


unbeaten in the league having won four of their six games 
to date. 

On hearing the draw Simpkin said:"They are obviously a 
side who are unbeaten in the league, so we must not dis¬ 
miss them. The main thing is that we have another home 
tie. 

Reflecting on Saturday's victory and the early double 
substitution, the county town boss added: "I'm not in the 
habit of doing it, but felt it was the right thing to do at the 
time. Neither of them in hindsight perhaps should have 
played. Lewis is only 18 and just stepped up from Dorset 
League and was tired; that was his third game in a week, 
whilst Neil was a bit under the weather. 

"I just felt that if I hadn't made those changes we would 
have lost. Sam-Yorke who was playing down the right is an 
absolute powerhouse and I'd give my right arm to have 
someone like him in our side, he was just causing havoc 
and it looked to me as if it was just a matter of time before 
they scored. 

"Charlie Clough was absolutely outstanding at left back 
and stopped the lad straight away, whilst Aaran next to 
Nathan Walker was also outstanding. We really did look 
solid at the back and a class act, whilst Jamie Symes went 
into midfield and did really, really well. 

"At the end of the day we get paid to get results and we 
have to get them any way we can. It was not a pleasant 
thing to do and I will be speaking to both personally to ex¬ 
plain." 


Simpkin, who was presented with the Blue Square South 
Manager of the Month award before the match, was also 
pleased with how the side reacted following the heavy 4- 
0 defeat at Salisbury. 

"The lads bounced back well as I knew they would, but I 
have to give the management team praise as well. We 
didn't lose our heads following the defeat and dealt with 
it in our own way which helped the team enormously to 
settle back into the routine."
